Dear  Class  of  1955, 

Here  we  are  seniors  and  ready  to  go  each  his  own  sepa¬ 
rate  way.  It  hardly  seems  possible,  does  it,  when  we  look 
back  on  the  wonderful,  memorable  days  that  we  have  spent 
at  Ellsworth  together.  Now  we  are  leaving  behind  a  chap¬ 
ter  in  our  lives  that  never  will  be  forgotten  by  any  of  us. 

Do  you  remember  the  first  day  of  school  in  our  fresh¬ 
man  year?  It  was  all  so  very  new  and  exciting!  At  first 
we  were  afraid  of  the  seniors,  but  after  we  realized  that 
they  weren  t  going  to  eat  us  alive,  we  began  to  like  our  new 
school. 

We  were,  naturally,  underprivileged,  ungainly,  illiterate, 
little  freshmen,  but  that  didn’t  stop  our  class  of  livewires. 
No,  sir,  we  had  descended  upon  Ellsworth  like  an  atom 
bomb.

Yes,  sir,  we  had  the 
smoothest  girls'  and  boys’  basketball  teams  ever  —  at  least 
for  a  while  anyway.  I'll  never  forget  those  Friday  nights 
during  the  winter  when  we  all  used  to  go  to  the  games  and 
cheer  the  team  on  to  victory.
